Successful Culture For All Acid-Loving Plants 


SOILS AND THEIR PREPARATION: 


Soils good for growing azalea and their companions occur naturally in many 
places; in fact, it is borne out that by far the greater proportion of soil will produce 
good plants with little preparation. Where soils are not suitable for the production 
of good plants, there is usually no great difficulty in making them so without much 
trouble or expense. Soils suitable for azalea should be in good mechanical condition, 
open and friable, acid, well-drained, moist, and furnished with organic matter in 
generous amounts. 

All that is necessary in preparing for the planting is to see that drainage is 
adequate. Where water does not stand on top of the ground for hours after a rain 
storm a well-drained place is generally present. Next it is necessary to see if the 
soil has the proper prerequisites for the growing of plants. For the best results, dig 
the hole that is to receive the plant twice as deep and twice as wide as the ball on 
the plant. Then take away all the soil, and make up your planting soil as follows: 
one part peat moss; one part coarse sand; one part good garden soil; mixing with 
this half-a-hand-full cottonseed meal (or a good special organic fertilizer—not both). 
When this is throughly mixed, use this mixture for the planting of your plants— 
both under and around the plant, watering well as you fill with soil to the level of 
the ball. Never put the plant deeper that it was at the nursery. If your soil is 
sandy, leave out sand in your mixture. If your soil is sticky clay, make your hole 
larger than necessary, in order that you may have a greater amount of the proper 
soil mixture around the plant. When the plants are completely planted and through- 
ly watered, mulch the top of the ground with two or three inches of peat moss to 
keep the ground cool, moist, and acid; add to this mulch every Spring and Fall to 
keep it at this level. Never use lime or allow lime to be used on or near any of these 
plants; death may occur. Well decayed oak leaves, no maple, may be used in place 
of peat moss. 


CULTURE AND CARE: 


Because the greater mass of roots is found in the top few inches of soil, culti- 
vation with a hoe is not advisable. You will not only cut the roots, but you will dis- 
turb the mulch of peat moss that is to be kept around the plants at all times. Pull 
by hand any weeds that grow, and shake off the peat that clings to the roots. Water 
heavy during July and August because azalea and rhododendron are making buds at 
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that time for the following year. It is important not to feed 

L your plants after June 
15th, in order that they may harden in late Summer for the coming winter. Protect 
all small plants the first winter from winds with fruit baskets or burlap on stakes. 
A ae frame is even better! Plants are rarely killed after they have become accli- 
mated. 


Die the hole that is to receive the plant at least twice as 
wide and twice as deep as the ball on the plant his 
enables you to get plenty of good, new soil around the 


roots. 


Put all new soil around your plant using plenty of peat 
moss with your azalea and rhododendrons. See imstruc- 
tions: Soils and Their Preparation. 


FEEDING: 


Use only special fertilizers, made by all the reliable firms, for broadleaf ever- 
greens. Cottonseed meal is an excellent organic fertilizer. Sprinkle the fertilizer 
lightly around each plant out to the furtherest branch and water at once. Fertilize 
twice a year—March and late May. Do not disturb the mulch by hoeing or raking 
the food into the soil. 


PRUNING: 


Little pruning is needed for garden azalea other than to keen off the long, un- 
sightly shoots, and to shape up the plant according to taste. All pruning must be 
done before June 15th because azalea make their buds in June and July for the fol- 
lowing year. 


Water your plants well when half-planted and keep them 
well watered for the first year 


Wary: 
Keep a good mulch of peat moss on your plants. 
This keeps them cool in the summer and warm in 
the winter as well as keeping the ground moist 


PESTS AND DISEASES: 


Healthy plants that have been well fed and watered have few pests or diseases. 
If the above features have been neglected, below are mentioned a few pests and 
diseases that you may encounter. White-fly, Lacebug, Leaf minor, Scale, Thrips, 
and red mites are the most common pests with which to contend. These can be con- 
trolled by spraying just as soon as the danger of over-night freezing has passed. 
A second spray should be applied immediately after blooming; and a third spray 
should be applied two weeks later. We use a mixture of malathion, methoxychlor, 
and captan. Apply a forceful mist, and direct it under the leaves. For chlorosis or 
yellows, we use a 12% solution of sequestrene of Iron—NAFE. Directions will be 
found on the container. For fungi diseases, we use bordeaux or cuprocide mixtures 
at ten-day intervals. If there are any diseases that you cannot control, get in touch 
with your local department of agriculture or state college. 
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The varieties listed this year are the plants that have come out on top after 


going through five or more years. 


These are picked for heavy flowering plants; good winter and summer foliage; 


pleasing shades of color and hardiness. 


There are many varieties that are just as hardy but are mere duplications, 
so we are listing our choice in order to get the many azalea varieties consolidated into 
a smaller group.

The 
American holly or (Opaca) will take temperatures to far below zero and 
also the Japanese holly. If you wish us to leave out the English and 
Chinese varieties please tell us when ordering. 


There are many valuable uses for holly. They can be used for the foundation 
planting of a home or for hedges, driveways, windbreaks and many more. One of 
the greatest uses teday is the planting of holly orchards. 


Hollies are dioecious; that is, they produce pistillate (female) and staminate 
(male) flowers on different plants. It is therefore necessary to have a male planted 
near a female tree in order to have proper pollen distribution on your female trees. 
If you live in a limited space and cannot have two trees, you can use some of the 
chemicals, (an example is Fruitone) or cut a spray from your neighbor’s male tree, 
ane hang it in your female tree at blooming time, (around first of May in Mary- 
land). 

Hollies like a well drained—but moist—soil. Before planting, dig the hole twice 
as deep and twice as wide as the ball on the plant to be planted. Next fill the hole 
with a mixture of one-third sand, one-third peat moss, and one-third compost or 
good topsoil. Set the plant, and fill the hole with the above mixture half-way up on 
the ball. Tamp the soil firmly, and water well to settle air pockets. After the water 
has soaked into the ground, finish plant- 
ing to the level of the ball on the plant 
with the same mixture. Fertilize plants 
with an all-organic fertilizer such as 
cottonseed meal. Keep the plants 
mulched with three to four inches of peat 
moss. Small plants should be protected 
from the winter winds and sun during 
the first year.

The Rhododendrons that we offer in this list are all grown in Maryland by us 
and are not imported plants. 


For best results plant Rhododendrons on the north-east side of a building or ina 
shaded area where the morning sun does not hit them in the winter, and the after- 
noon sun does not hit them in the summer. Well-drained soil that is damp but not 
wet is best for Rhododendrons. Plant under the same conditions using same soils, 
fertilizers and mulches as you would use for planting azalea. It is best to protect 
from the winds in the winter by a small portable lath fence or evergreen boughs 
until the plants are well established. 


The hardiness ratings indicate the minimum temperatures which the varieties 
or species may be expected to withstand with no appreciable injury to leaf, stem, or 
bud. It is realized, of course, that many seasonal and environmental factors may 
affect hardiness. The ratings are as follows: 


H-1 Hardy to —25° F 
H-2 Hardy to —15° F 
H-3 Hardy to — 5° F 
H-4 Hardy to + 5° F
